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REMARKS 

Claims 13-19 and 30-35 are pending. Claim 33 
has been cancelled and incorporated into Claims 13, and 
35. No claims are allowed. 

Claims 16, 17, 19 and 30 to 35 were rejected 
under 3 5 USC 112, second paragraph. The claims have been 
amended to correct the rejections. Reconsideration is 
requested. 

Claims 13-15, and 18-19 were rejected under 35 
USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Lui ano et al (U.S. 
5,849,258). The claims have been amended to include the 
organic surfactants of Claim 33 which was not rejected 
over this reference. Lui ano et al describes zeolites and 
not mesoporous materials as claimed in amended 
independent Claim 13 and Claim 30. Reconsideration is 
requested. 

Claims 3 0 and 3 5 were rejected under 3 5 USC 
102 (b) as anticipated by Benazzi et al which also 
describes zeolites. The claims are patentable over these 
references for the same reasons as with Lui ano et al . 
Reconsideration is requested. 

Claims 13 to 19 were provisionally rejected 
over US2004/0067842 Al . Enclosed is a copy of the 
allowed claims from this application which relate to 
carbon containing materials which is a different 
invention from the present invention. Reconsideration of 
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this rejection is requested. 

Claims 13-19 and 30-35 were rejected based upon 
double patenting over US2002/0131930 Al now U.S. Patent 
No. 6,843,977 (copy enclosed). This application which 
claims compositions and is a different invention from the 
presently claimed process invention. Reconsideration of 
this rejection is requested. 

It is now believed that Claims 13-19, 30-32, 34 
and 35 are in condition for allowance. Notice of 
Allowance is requested. 
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
